aim  of  tfte  ikfjool 


THE  aim  of  Concordia  differs  somewhat  from  that  of  most  institutions  of 
similar  character.  It  has  been  established  for  the  sole  purpos:  of  training 
its  students  to  become  parochial  school  teachers  of  the  Missouri  Synod. 
Since  our  parochial  schools  are  distributed  thruout  the  Union,  it  is  necessary  that 
our  curriculum  be  broad  and  thoro  enough  to  enable  the  graduates  to  meet  all  the 
requirements  of  a  public  school  teacher  in  the  several  states.  This  fact  causes  a 
generalness  of  instruction  usually  not  met  with  in  State  Normal  Schools.  Prob- 
ably the  most  distinctive  branches  of  study  are  the  courses  of  religious  instruction 
and  the  course  in  German.  The  former  comprises  Expositions  in  Dogmatics,  Bible 
History,  Sacred  History,  Isagogics,  and  Catechetics;  the  latter,  Grammar,  Compos- 
ition, and  Rhetoric,  as  well  as  an  intensive  study  of  the  masterpieces  of  German 
Literature.  To  do  justice  to  the  other  courses  necessary  for  the  teacher,  the  period 
of  attendance  is  extended  to  six  years.  The  College  is  divided  into  two  depart- 
ments, the  High  School,  offering  the  courses  of  the  first  four  years,  and  the  Normal, 
comprising  chiefly  courses  of  a  technical  pedagogical  character.

Possibly  this  seems  a  foolish  ques- 
tion to  most  of  us.  You  will  say,  "Of 
course,  I  am  awake".  But  intelli- 
gent and  experienced  men  and  women 
will  tell  you  that  of  the  human  race 
perhaps  seventy-five  per-cent,  or  per- 
haps even  more,  are  not  wide  awake, 
and  that  they  are  in  this  inert  condi- 
tion because  they  are  not  responsive. 
So  the  question,  "Are  you  wide 
awake?"  may  after  all  prove  quite 
proper.  The  test  you  may  apply  to 
determine  whether  you  are  awake  is  as 
follows:  When  you  receive  advice  or 
instruction  of  any  kind  from  any  source 
whatsoever,  have  you  that  high  ap- 
preciation of  its  value  that  you  study 
and  esteem  the  truth  of  it?  Or  are 
you  sleeping  with  your  eyes  wide  open; 
is  your  brain  like  a  worn-out  machine, 
merely  creating  enough  disturbance  to 
rattle  a  little?  An  old  piece  of  mach- 
inery makes  a  loud  noise  to  little  or 
no  effect,  but  a  good  machine  may  run 
very  fast,  producing  wonderful  effects, 
and  still  create  little  or  no  disturbance. 

In  order  to  ascertain  whether  or  not 


you  have  the  alertness  and  disposition 
to  become  the  highest  possible  grade 
of  intelligent  being,  you  must  apply  a 
second  test.  It  is  to  determine  whether 
or  not  you  respond  to  a  proposition 
laid  down  before  you. 

Someone  offers  you  a  suggestion  or 
an  idea.  Do  you  realize  of  what  value 
it  is  to  you?  If  not,  you  will  not  de- 
velop any  material  weight  as  a  pro- 
ducer of  results.  No,  not  until  you 
become  responsive  in  some  way  to 
every  impression  laid  before  you.  If 
you  merely  see  or  hear  it,  there  is  no 
growth  of  mind.  If  what  is  said  or 
done  has  no  influence  on  your  mind, 
it  indicates  that  you  are  not  aware  of 
the  fact  that  great  things  are  made  up 
of  small  details. 

Now  then,  do  you  wish  to  be  one  of 
the  seventy-five  per-cent?  If  so,  it  is 
easy;  but  it  means  that  you  are  "giv- 
ing yourself  a  black  eye".  If,  how- 
ever, you  wish  to  be  of  the  remainder, 
if  you  wish  to  be  responsive,  if  you 
wish  to  be  a  successful  man,  stay  wide 
awake !

For  many  weeks  we  had  been  long- 
ing for  the  time  when  we  should  leave 
our  homes  to  begin  our  life  at  college. 
At  last  the  time  had  come,  but  we 
were  not  happy  and  gay,  as  we  had  ex- 
pected, but  with  heavy  hearts  we  bade 
"Good-bye"  to  all  who  were  dear  to 
us.  The  trip  to  the  station  and  from 
there  to  Chicago  seemed  very  long  be- 
cause we  were  thinking  of  the  loved 
ones  we  were  leaving  behind,  and 
wondering  what  was  awaiting  us  when 
we  should  arrive  at  our  destination. 
At  the  I.  C.  Station  in  Chicago  we 
were  met  by  a  jovial  crowd  of  students 
who  cheered  and  sang  until  our  hearts 
felt  somewhat  lighter.  We  boarded 
the  old  "Addison  Dummy",  and,  after 
a  trip  of  an  hour  and  a  half,  we  saw- 
in  the  distance  the  famous  village 
called  Addison.

But  life  at  college  was  not  always 
dark  and  dreary.

A  few  weeks 
later  the  corner  stone  of  our  new 
home  at  River  Forest  was  laid. 

Shortly  before  the  end  of  the  year, 
we  were  grieved  by  the  sad  news  of  the 
resignation  of  our  dearly  beloved  Di- 
rector Theo.   Brohm.     The  vacancy 
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was  soon  filled,  however,  by  the  Rev. 
W.  C.  Kohn,  who  was  to  be  our  Di- 
rector in  our  new  home. 

1913  =  14 

The  ;last  days  of  vacation  had 
passed,  and  again  we  boarded  the 
train.  This  time  our  destination  was 
not  Addison,  but  River  Forest.  Our 
vacation  had  been  lengthened  con- 
siderably, and  so  it  was  that  we 
arrived  here  on  October  8.  Who  can 
describe  our  emotion  when  we  entered

URING  the  ancient  times  the  Romans  said:  "Mens  sana  in  corpore  sano"  (In  a 
healthy  body  there  is  a  healthy  mind).  How  much  should  we,  living  in  the  highly 
civilized  twentieth  century,  reali/.e  this  truth?  The  fact  is  that  we  do  realize  it, 
at  least  at  C.  T.  C.  Yes,  despite  of  the  lamentable  circumstance  that  Concordia 
still  finds  itself  without  a  gymnasium,  ways  and  means  have  been  devised  to  prevent 
hibernation  from  getting  too  strong  a  foothold  among  us  during  the  long  winter 
months.  The  basements  of  dormitories  A  and  B  have  been  set  aside  to  give  the 
boys  an  opportunity  to  exercise  their  weary  limbs,  and  to  relieve  the  tension  of  the  mind  after  the 
strenuous  routine  of  the  day  is  over. 

Although  we  admire  the  athletic  spirit  prevalent  among  our  boys,  we  are,  nevertheless,  not  too 
proud  to  admit  that  there  are  also  the  usual  "slackers"  among  us  who  never  move,  unless  moved, 
and  as  Concordia  is  not  merely  interested  in  the  welfare  of  the  great  majority,  but  of  each  individual, 
compulsory  physical,  sometimes  alluded  to  as  ''military"  training,  lias  been  introduced  to  accommodate 
the  straggling  few.  The  term  military  training  is  not  so  much  out  of  place  since  physical  training,  as 
we  have  it,  largely  assumes  this  nature.  In  fact,  the  only  things  lacking  to  give  it  the  real  thrill  ot  camp 
life  are  uniforms  and  rifles. 


IX  companies  have  been  formed  of  the  Student  Body.  Each  company  is  under  the 
supervision  of  a  professor.  A  captain  is  in  active  charge  of  each  company,  whereas 
a  lieutenant  acts  as  a  supply  in  the  former's  absence.  During  two  forty-five  minute 
periods  of  the  week  each  company  assembles  in  the  basement  for  a  spirited  drill  in 
so-called  setting-up  exercises,  as  well  as  in  various  combinations  on  the  gymnastic 
apparatus,  remnants  of  the  equipment  of  our  gymnasium  at  Addison,  which  serve  to 
break  up  the  general  routine  of  drilling.  At  longer  intervals  one. may  also  observe  the  entire  Stu- 
dent Body  arrayed  for  a  hike.  With  the  colors  and  the  band  at  the  head  ol  the  column  we  march 
with  brisk  step  for  some  five  miles  into  the  country. 

That  this  new  feature  at  C.  T.  C.  has  proved  a  success  is  obvious.  Note  the  robust  health  of  the 
boys!  Observe  their  sprightly,  elastic  step;  that  firmness  in  bearing.  Some  have  also  succeeded  in 
developing  a  formidable  military  front. 

The  grand  finale  to  our  activities  along  this  line  is  to  be  the  exhibition  drill  on  our  College  Day, 
May  30.  May  our  boys  remain  true  to  their  reputation,  and  make  this  feature  of  the  "great  day"  a 
decided  success  tor  Concordia!

With  the  first  indication  that  spring  has  come  to  stay,  the  courts  are  made 
ready  for  the  opening  of  the  tennis  season.  This  is  usually  done  by  raking  and 
rolling  them  again  and  again.
